H o rn s— Found In M ontana. 
W ashington.—There are now being 
assembled in the National museum the 
bones of a v ary small three horned di­ 
nosaur, which is being made the ty pe 
of a new species. 
When assembled it 
will be only about six feet long and 
three feet high, less than one-quarter 
the size of the largest members of thb j 
family . The head is twenty -two inches 
Icng. I11 the museum are sev eral skull- 
of one of the large horned dinosaurs 
Trieeratops. 
which 
measure 
six 
tc 
eight feet and in one case nine feet. 
The group to which the new inembei 
belongs is called the Ceratopsia. from 
the horns which adorn their heads— 
tw o abov e the ey es and one on the end 
of the nose. * 
Its jaw s are like those of a turtle, 
there being no front teeth, but a sharp 
curv ed beak. Farther back In the jaws 
are cutting teeth, which show the ani­ 
mal to hav e been herbiv orous. 
This specimen was found with the 
foot and tail articulated, being t he first 
complete and connected specimen ev et 
obtained. 
The foot has four toes—the 
first with two bones, the second with 
three, the fourth with fiv e, while only 
a trace of the fifth toe remains, tend­ 
ing to show the loss of that member 
through disuse, as is the case with the 
horse.

But, as a rule, o ur American co ncerns and especially tho se who are new 
to the fo reign field SEEM TO HAVE A FEAR THAT THE FOR­ 
EIGNER IS GOING TO PLAY SOME SORT OF TRICK UPON 
THEM and insist that their go o ds shall no t go o ut o f the co untry until 
they hav e the mo ney in hand. 
It is no do ubt true that there are places and perso ns with who m 
this is necessary . 
One canno t abando n cautio n in the fo reign field any 
mo re than he can do witho ut it at ho me. 
On the o ther hand, it is also 
true that in ev ery impo rtant fo reign city there are business ho uses a 
debt fro m who m is as go o d an asset as o fte might want.

with which it has been my priv ilege to be asso ciated in the past y ears 
hav e so ld certain carefully selected co ncerns o n o pen acco unt precisely 
as they did in America and witho ut lo ss.

One Acre Pond In 
K a n sa s Produces 
Record Breaking Number. 
Topeka, 
Kan,—Three and one-half 
tons of fish from an acre fish pond in 
three years—this is the record claimed 
by Professor L. L. Dyehe, state fish 
and game warden of Kansas, for one 
of the experimental ponds at the state 
fish hatchery at Pratt. 
And Professor 
Dyche says that he could do it again, 
he is confident, w ith a little care—and 
a water supply. 
Professor Dyche be­ 
lieves that Kansas can be made a 
great fish state. 
Hunting, he said re­ 
cently, is out of the question, but he 
holds that there is sufficient rainfall in 
the state to keep and raise fish by the 
wholesale. 
B y actual count Dyche and bis help­ 
ers removed 20,448 fish, weighing a 
total of more than 0,780 pounds, from 
one pond, a one acre pond, last spring. 
The pond was stocked hi 1910 with 
10,000 yearlings. 
Next summer any 
Kansas farm er who has a pond can 
get as many fish as are needed to stock 
it free from the state fish hatchery 
and begin raising tons of fish for him­ 
self. 
The fish 
with which 
Dyche 
stocked his pond included black bass, 
crapple, 
blue 
gill 
suufish. 
common 
green sunfisli, bull head catfish, a few 
hickory shad, Germ an carp and about 
300 goldfish. 
The goldfish are supplied 
as food for the others.

NAVY MEN IN COLLEGE. 


Progress of Y o u n g Officers at Colum bia 
Pleases Daniels. 
Washington.—The rapid progress o f 
ihe eighteen young naval officers un­ 
der instruction in Columbia university 
as a result of the co-operatiou between 
the Naval academy and that institu­ 
tion. is highly gratifying to Secretary 
Daniels, he says. 
The officers are tak­ 
ing a course iu which the theories of 
thermo dynamics, machine design, elec­ 
tricity and radio are adapted to their 
practical application in the naval serv­ 
ice, and in which special subjects and 
problems encountered aboard ship are 
worked out. 
To bring tbe two institutions close 
together the navy department furnish­ 
ed the university with a large number 
of drawings and specifications of navy 
machinery, and tfie naval students arc 
taught the handling of this machinery 
to enable them to deal intelligently 
with contractors and manufacturers 
and detect faults in machinery sup­ 
plied to the government.

The bank and trust company will 
move tonight from their temporary 
headquarters in the 
old 
Rushville 
National Hank building to the new 
building, on which, with the excep­ 
tion of the outside stone 
cleaning 
and some minor interior details, the 
final work was completed today. 
Contracts for the work were sign­ 
ed July 15, 1913 by the Payne Real­ 
ity company, composed of Mrs. Ed­ 
win Payne, Karl 11. Payne and Ralph 
Payne, and Latham & Walters, of 
Indianapolis, 
general 
contractors. 
The building was designed by Her­ 
bert Foltz, architect, of Indianapolis, 
and his superintendent of construc- 


The building proper is of entirely] 
fireproof 
construction 
throughout, 
the structural elements being stone, 
reinforced 
concrete, 
steel, hollow j 
tile, and brick. 
These materials and 
combinations of materials were s o ; 
combined and disposed throughout 
the building as to give 
beauty, in­ 
dividuality, stability and strength. 
An ancient classic design is carri­ 
ed out in the Main and Second street 


f a c a d e s , which are entirely of Bed­ 
ford stone, worked into a harmon­ 
ious composition of columns, pedi­ 


m e n t s , panels and parapets. 
All ex­ 
terior door and window frames and 
sash are covered with heavy sheet 
t copper which becomes green with age 
and c o m b i n e d with gray of the stone 
and blends the whole into a beauti­ 
ful elevation. 
The bank and trust company will 
occupy the first story, basement and 
mezzanine floors. 
The second story 
is devoted to strictly modern office 
space. 
The main banking room is rein 
forced by heavy 
concrete 
beams, 
which, with their columns and orna­ 
mental plaster work, divide the ceil­ 
ings and walls into 
large 
panels, 
lending 
themselves 
readily to 
a 
splendid color scheme,bending in per­ 
fect harmony with 
the 
color 
and 
tones of the beautiful imported mar-

tion, William 0. McGuire, 
formerly 
of this city, who had charge of the 
construction and the installation of 
the equipment. 
The building and its 
equipment 
embraces the most modern and up- 
to-date design for banking purposes 
and is the equal, except in size, of 
the hanks of the largest cities. 
The 
contract price for the erection of the 
building was $28,459. 
The fixtures 
were put in at an approximate cost 
of $11,000. 
The late Edwin 
Payne 
founded 
the Peoples bank, which opened for 
business 
November 15, 1900. 
This 
institution 
was 
succeeded by 
the 
Peoples National bank, which open­ 
ed September 1, 1904. 
The Peoples 
Loan A Trust company was estab­ 
lished in connection June 28, 1909. 
Actual work in preparation for the 
construction of the building, which 
now adorns the northwest corner of 
the public square, began May 1, 1913 
when the razing of the old Henzel- 
Oarr block was started to make room 
for the new building. 
Much 
tiifie 
was consumed in the erection, but 
infinite care was exercised by the 
contractors to make the building the 
best possible. 


hie and mahogany. 
A center lobby, opening from the 
entrance on Main street, extends*the 
entire length of the 
room 
and is 
screened from the lobby in front of 
the vault 
by a 
heavy ornamental 
bronze grille and gate. 
The south 
side of the room, which is screened 
from the center lobby by marble and 
bronze partitions, will be occupied 
by the banking and officers’ working 
spaces proper. 
The north side of 
the room, treated in the same manner 
will he used by the trust company. 
The lobby floors throughout and 
that of the main vestibule arc laid in

floors of the working spaces behind 
the s c r e e n s are laid in special inter­ 
locking cork tile which follows

for the convenience of customers. 
The general illumination of 
the 
main banking room is accomplished 
not by direct light r a y s , but by sj>eei- 
allv designed “direct” and 
“semi- 
iudirect” fixtures containing reflect­ 
ors, which cast the light up against 
the ceiling, whiqli. 
in 
turn 
reflects 
anddiffuscs a^soft, 
mellow 
light 
glow throughout the 
room, 
adding 
beauty to the general color scheme. 
The light 
for the 
wickets in the 
screens and the counters and desks 
behind them is obtained by continu­ 
ous hood reflectors, concealed at the 
backs of the cornices. 
These fix­ 
ture' have 
ground 
glass 
prisms 
which diffuse and reduce the brilli­ 
ancy of the light. 
At the east end of the main lobby 
and on the south side of the vestibule 
is a private room for the use of cus­ 
tomers. It is treated in green, cream 
and mahogany, with “semi-indirect” 
lighting and hardwood floors. A m a­

floors,

combination with 
dark 
green enamel, bronze and polished 
steel grilles and gates round out a 
convenient 
and 
beautiful 
interior 
treatment. 
The vault door and frame are of 
unique and massive construction and 
combine mechanical skill and beauty. 
Together they weigh approximately 
fourteen tons. 
The door is seventy 
inches in diameter and sixteeen in­ 


ches thick and swings on an enorm­ 
ous crane hinge fourteen inches wide 
and two and half inches thick. 
I he 
door and frame are built of alter­ 
nate disks of Bessemer steel, nom- 
drillable, five-ply chrome steel 
and 


s e c t i o n s of a special 
composition, 
non-burnable plate. 
All fastenings 
and connections arc made inside the 
door and entirely inaccessible to a t­ 
tack from either side. The alternate 
layers of steel 
and 
non-bnrnable 


r i n g s ore matched when the door is 
closed in the frame and the mechani­ 
cal p e r f e c t i o n of the “ fit” is 
such 
that liquid <**au not he forced through 
the joint. 
In the holt casing of the door and 
sliding into corresponding 
slots 
in 
the door frame are twenty-four steel 
bolts, three inches in diameter, all 
controlled by a quadruple time look of 
the latest design, which, when set, 
makes impossible the withdrawal of 
the bolts from 
their 
locked 
p o s i ­ 
tion until the time for opening the 
vault for the business day arrives. 


In front of the vault and extend­ 


ing to the north is the vault lobby, at 
the north end of which are the cou­ 
pon and telephone booths for cus­ 
tomers’ use. 
Likewise 
there is a 
semi-private room to the left 
and 
rear for tlie use of the public. 
It is 
equipped with the modern office con- 


telephones, electric light and hot and 
cold water and are reached by means 
of a marble stairway from an en­ 
trance in Second street. 
The building is heated by a “vac­ 
uum-vapor” system of steam heating 
from a boiler plant, in the basement. 
The radiators in the main 
banking 
room are concealed from view and 
leave the space unobstructed by be­ 
ing suspended 
from the 
basement 
ceiling. The fresh air is drawn from 
the o u t s i d e areawavs through large 
galvanized iron ducts, is heated by 
the suspended radiators and deliver­ 
ed to the room through bronze floor 
and wall registers. 
Harmony 
prevails 
through 
the 
building in coloring, design and com­ 
position. 
Statuary bronze and 
pol­ 
ished steel are the metal finishes and 
these prevail on all such surfaces. 
Mahogany wood trim and furniture 
is used throughout and the wall and 
ceiling colorings blend well into those 
of the marble, wood and metal. 
In all of its phases the building 
and its equipment reflects the spirit 
of progress, strength and conserva­ 
tism. 
Rushville is to be congratulat­ 
ed on the successful completion of a 
structure that is at once a credit to 
the city as well as to the two insti­ 
tutions which will make it their busi­ 
ness home.

TELEPHONE ACHIEVEMENTS 


Telephone Service of Today the Creation of The Bell Co. 


In no line of human endeavor has the inventive 
brain of the scientist 
contributed 
more to the 
world’s progress than by the creation of the art 
of telephony, o f which the Bell system is the em­ 
bodiment.

on account of the impassable condi­ 
tion of the r o a d s, and many of the 
schools which are not closed have a 
nominal percentage of attendance 
AVliile it is true that various fa c t­ 
ors 
contribute to 
increase or de­ 
crease the attendance at schools in 
given sections of the country, it is 
worthy of comment that in the states 
having a small percentage of improv­ 
ed roads, a much larger percentage 
of the students enrolled, regularly 
attend the schools than in the states 
having a small percenage of improv­ 
ed roads. 
In five E astern and AVest- 
era states which have a large mile­ 
age ol‘ improved roads, the average 
attendance of enrolled pupils in 19 08 
-19 09 was 8 0 per cent; while in four 
Southern states and one Northwest­ 
ern state which are noted for bad 
roads, the average attendance for 
the same year was 64 per cent— 8 0 
per cent in the good roads states as 
against 04 per cent in the bad road 
states. 
In the states first named 35 
per cent, of the roads have been im­ 
proved, while in the hitter group of 
states there are only 11 per cent of 
the roads improved. 
That improved roads would bene­ 
fit our country school system, there 
would seem to be no doubt. 
Improv­ 
ed roads 
make it 
possible to con­ 
solidate or 
centralise 
the schools 
and to establish graded schools 'in 
the rural districts. 
Such 
schools 
centrally located will accomodate all 
of the children within a radius of 
from four to five miles. 
In many 
communities having the advantage 
of 
improved 
roads, 
commodious 
buildings have been provided, more 
competent teachers have been em­ 
ployed, 
and modern 
facilities for 
teaching have heen supplied at a 
minimum cost. 
For instance, sin<*e 
the improvement of the main high­ 
ways in Durham County, North C ar­ 
olina, the 
number of schoolhouses 
have been reduced from 05 to 42, of 
which 1/ are graded and have two 
or more rooms, and employ two or 
more teachers. 
There are at the 
present 
time 
about 
2,000 
consolidated 
rural 
j 
schools in tin* United States. 
It up- j 
pears that M assachusetts, Ohio and j 
Indiana have made the greatest pro­ 
gress along these lines, and 
it 
is 
rather significant to note 
that in 
j 
these states about one-third of the I 
roads have been improved. 
Accord­ 
ing to the statistics of tin* Agricul­ 
tural Department, there was expend­ 
ed in 18 9 9 , -22,110 in M assachusetts 
for the conveyance of pupils to con­ 
solidated schools, but in 19 9 8 the 
expenditure for this purpose amoun­ 
ted to $29 2,213. 
In Indiana, the ex­ 
penditure for this purpose 
in 
19 04 
amounted to $8 6,000, while in 19 08 . 
$29 0,000 was expended. 
This ex­ 
penditure for transportation reflects, 
in a general way, the extent and pro­ 


g r e s s of this new educational move­ 
ment. 
It must not 
he understood 
that this is an additional burilen. a> 
the expenditure, thus made is saved 
in other directions— that is by the 
decrease in the number of schools 
and economy in their operation. 
In Indiana, M assachusetts, Ohio 
and other states, the one-room, one- 
teaeher schools are being replaced 
by central schoolhouses, with a half- 
dozen rooms and as many teachers. 
AA'agons are sent out every day to 
gather up the children and to take 
them home again in the evening. 
All 
of the children within a radius of 
several miles are thus provided with 
the most modern school facilities. In 
some of these schools, courses in 
manual training, 
agriculture 
and 
home economies have been introduc­ 
ed, scientific apparatus utilized, and 
teachers having sf>ccial qualifications 
and training employed.
